day, shows that six persons died 
in Chicago last week as result of 
influenza.

w riter of 
Chicago, last week, predicted that 
the world would again be swept 
by an epidemic of

more severe than last year, when 
thousands of lives w ere lost. One 
thing is sure, that is, the w arm
